Efterday arrivd at Court an Exprefs 
difpatch’d from Dunkirk, advifing that 
the 23d Inftant a Frigate arriv’d there 
from the North of Scotland, which 
met our Fleet the 22d in the Morning. 
This Frigate was one of two that were difpatch’d by 
fome Scorch Lords ‘ to meet K.James, and to tender 
‘ him their Homage and Submiifion of all his Peo- 
‘ple, of whom above 50000 had already taken 
‘ Arms againft the prefent Government. "Tis con- 
jectur'd that Prince landed 12 Hours after this 
Frigate met him. The Treafure umbark’d with him 
confifts of 4 Millions of Gold or Silver, of his own 
Coin: The King gave him Part of this Sum, the 
Queen Dowager another Part; but the Pope con- 
tributed more than both of them, ’Tis confirm’d 
that he has likewife taken with him 8000 Muf- 
quets, a like Number of Bayonets and Swords, and 
as many Pair of Piftols. Anew Tax of 20 Livres 
islaid on every Coach-Hoife. We have Advice, 
thar M. du Caffe is arriv’d at the Havanna, with 
his Ships of War, of which 2 were loft at entring 
there, viz. the Diamond and the Count de Terigni; 
and ‘tis fear’d another Man of War call’d the Duke 
of Britany, which was fent towards Jamaica, is 
loft likewife. A new Squadron is fitting out at 
Dunkirk, for carrying to Scotland a further Succour 
of Men, Money, and Ammunition, in Cafe the De- 
fign form’d fucceeds, as tis beliew’d it will, 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 31. __ 
Bruffels, March 23. Upon the News we had in 
this Country, of the Imbarkation of the French 
Troops at Dunkirk, and ‘of the Arrival of the King 
of England there, Major General Cadogan dif- 
patch’d Couriers the 12th and 13th to inform the 
States General of it ; and to acquaint them that 30 
Englith Men of War, 3 of them Flag-Ships, had 
been cruifing from the 9th Inftant off Dunkirk, and 
were 10 be {peedily joyn’d by 14 others. Upon this 
twas believ’d the French Fleet could not put to Sea 
without Fighting, which would neceffarily be to 
their great Difadvancage, becaufe they wene cum- 
bers with Troops and Baggage. The 13th came 
Auvice, that :hofe Bnglifh Men of War being or- 
der’! to Sea with too much Precipitation, wanted 
Mea and Provifions, and that their Commanders had 
written to Flanders aud Holland, earneftly Solliciting 
the fending rothem as great aQuantity ofProvifions as 
cou'l poflibly be had: But that not being to be 
done at fo fhorte Warning, we heard the 14th that 
they were retir’d to the Downes. In the mean time 
M Cadogan was at Oftend, providing a great Num- 
ber of Veffels, co traafport Troops to England if 
there fhould be Occafion. The 18th "twas advis’d, 
that the 17th in the Evening the Dunkisk Fleet 
fail'd, but was fore’d by a hard Wind at North to 
come to an Anchor in Newport-Pits, whence they 
proceeded for Scotland the Night between the 19th 
and roth, After the 17th M, Cadogan order’d 7 
Englith Battallions from Ghent and 5 from Bruges, 
to Oftend, notwithftanding the Dutch Deputies 
in this Country oppos'd it, and even fent to 
Oftend to proteft againft the going away of 
thofe Troops. The 20th in the Evening the Eng- 
lith Fleet, to the Number of 38 Men of War fail'd 
ftom the Downs, and came in fight of Dun- 


kirk. It was given out at firft, that they were 
chafing the French Fleet with aii the Sail they could 
make ; but we have learntfince, that the 21it they 
were ftill off Dunkirk ; either beceufe they thought 
they could not overtake the French, or becaufe ‘iwas 
judg’d proper for them to keepin that Station to 
favour the Paffage of the Troops that are imbarking ac 
Oftend, or to hinder the coming out of a Squadron 
that remain’d in the Road of Dunkirk. This unexpe- 
Occurrence has caus’d fo great a Surprize in 
this Country, that the principal Jnhabitants of this 
City, of Mechlin, and of Lovain,are retiring to An:- 
werp with their beft Effects, becaufe a Report hes 
been current fome Time that the Allies have refoly’d 
to abandondon thofe three Places. They write 
from Hulland, that no other News is minded bur 
this, and that they are the more {urpriz'd at it, be- 
caufe the Englifh had undertaken to prevent the 
coming out of the French Fleet. The States-Gence- 
ral have given Orders for equipping Ships of War 
with all Diligence, to reinforce the Fleet of England, 
and complain extremely of their retiring to the 
Downes at the very Time they were abour to re- 
inforce them with Ships, Seamen, and Provifions. 
The States had refolv’d to fit out 9 Sden of War be- 
fides their ordinary naval Force;but ‘was not feen how 
they could execute that Refolution, the Revenues 
of their Admiralties being intirely exhaufted, and 
the Funds fetled by the State not being {ufficienc 
even for this Year’s Charge of the War. Letters 
from London of the 13th import, that Men flat- 
ter’d themfelves there that the Squadron command- 
ed by Sir George Byng would hinder the coming 
out of the Ships from Dunkirk ; that they waited 
with great Impatience to hear what he had done ; 
that more Men of War were fitting out with aif 
Expedition; and thar they hop’d to have a confi- 
derable Fleet ar Sea in 2 litle Time. "Iwas own'd, 
that almoft all the Scots were difcontented on Ac- 
count of feveral Grievances thar they complain’d 
of, among others that the Engtith lately refus’d to 
let them be concern’d in their Raft-India Company ; 
that it was not yet believ’d the Defign of the French 
was to make a Defcent in Scotland, but rather to 
make a Diverfion to hinder the fending of Succours 
to Portugal: But that affoon as the Fleet thould 
be all fitted our, Sir John Leake would be ordes’d 
to proceed to Lisbon with 10 Englith and 5 Durch 
Men of War, taking under his Convoy the Mer- 
chant Ships and Tranfports, "Fwas judg’d there 
was no Infurrection to be fear’d in Scotland, be- 
caufe fome Counties of thar Country had Ad- 
dreffes to Queen Anne, to congratulate ber on the 
Treaty of Union of the two Kingdoms. The Par- 
liament had before them fome Acts of little Impor- 
tance.
